Their Majesties return home after 
3-day state visit to Soviet Union 

King voices total satisfaction with outcome of talks with Gromyko 
and Gorbachev and confidence that Moscow will seek end to Gulf war

THEIR MAJESTIES King Hussein and 
Queen Noor returned home Wednesday after 
a three-day state visit to the Soviet Union. 


During the visit, the King held 
two rounds of talks with Soviet 
President Andrei Gromyko and 
met for three hours with Soviet 
Communist Party General 
Secretary Mikhail Gorbachev 
(See story on right). 

The King's talks with the 
Soviet leaders covered bilateral 
relations and international issues, 
with special focus on the Middle 
East situation and the seven-year- 
old Iran-Iraq war. 

At a press conference before 
his departure. King Hussein 
praised the Soviet attitude to- 
wards bringing about a ceasefire 
in the Gulf war as very construc- 
tive. 


“I believe the Soviet attitude 
has been very constructive so far, 
and will always be constructive in 
times ahead." he said. 

The King said he had discussed 
bilateral relations and interna- 
tional issues with President 
Gromyko and Mr. Gorbachev. 

The Arab World shared a com- 
mon view with the Soviet Union 
over developments in the Middle 
East and the Gulf, King Hussein 
said. 

The Soviet Union had agreed 
on the need for measures to bring 
about the implementation or 
U.N. Resolution 598 calling for a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq, he said. 


Asked whether this meant that 
the Soviet Union was now ready 
to press for an arms embargo 
against Iran in order to bring 
pressure on it to accept a cease- 
fire. the King said only that the 
most urgent task was to end the 
war. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Gorbachev 
indicated during talks with the 
King that Moscow could be ready 
to consider an embargo, saying 
that the Soviet Union “is not 
against examining this question in 
the U.N. Security Council.” 

Previously, the Soviet Union 
had refused to consider an arms 
embargo until foreign warships 
are withdrawn from the Gulf and 
replaced by an international 
force. 

King Hussein said the problem 
of foreign ships in the Gulf 
“would be resolved by the ending 
of the war."

Israel begins mass arrests, announces 
other strong-arm action over protests 


I OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies). — Israeli, soldiers 
arrested hundreds of Palestinians 
in a sweep through towns and 
villages in the West Bank and 
Gaza on Wednesday in a bid to 
break one of the most violent 
waves of anti-Israeli protests 
since the areas were occupied 20 
years ago. 

Defying U.S. and U.N. pro- 
tests against excessive measures, 
the Israeli defence minister, Yit- 
zhak Rabin, said the army was 
ordered to “shoot to hit” the 
leaders of demonstrations gone 
out of control and to expel or 
imprison ringleaders without 
trial. 

Despite the strong-arm mea- 
sures, stone-throwing and tyre- 
burning incidents were reported. 
But Palestinian and Israeli milit- 
ary sources reported no major 
clashes. 

Reporting to parliament, 
Rabin said 21 Palestinians had 
been killed and 158 wounded in 
the clashes. He said 31 Israeli 
soldiers and 19 others were 
wounded. 

The Palestine Press Service, 
which monitors events in the 
West Bank and Gaza, put the 
number of Arab dead at 25. 

The news service said it had 


reports of more than 350 arrests 
in. the last two. days, bringing the 
total number of detainees to 
1,770. It said its figures were 
compiled from the families of 
those arrested. 

Palestinians said Israeli forces 
swept into the villages after mid- 
night to round up suspects at an 
hour when resistance is minimal. 

As daylight broke, soldiers pat- 
rolled the major West Bank cities 
on foot and in jeeps, including in 
Bethlehem where Mayor Elias' 
Freij said some pDgrims bad can- 
celled hotel bookings to celebrate 
Christmas at the traditional site 
of Christ’s birth. 

Newspapers reported that 
Israel was building two detention 
centres, apparently like the tent 
cities which boused thousands of 
prisoners during Israel's war in 
Lebanon. 

The Itim news agency said one 
detention camp was opened 
Wednesday near Hebron. 

Under emergency regulations 
adapted from the British rule of 
Palestine, the military may hold 
security suspects for up to six 
months without trial in “adminis- 
trative detention.” The detention 
order can thereafter be extended 
by a court. 

Top army commanders briefed 


the cabinet’s 10-man security 
committee and won an endorse- 
ment from the prime minister, 
Yitzhak Shamir, on their “iron- 
fist” measures. 

But a former defence minister, 
Ezer Weizman, who has urged 
the army to disengage from trou- 
ble spots such as refugee camps to 
avoid bloodshed, demanded a de- 
bate on the policy. It was sche- 
duled for Thursday, Israel Radio 
said. 

The daily Hadashot newspaper 
said dozens of arrests were made 
overnight and that soldiers raided 
homes in the Gaza towns of 
Rafah, Khan Younis and Gaza 
Gty. An Arab reporter in Gaza 
said a large number of arrests 
were made there overnight. 

Government grade schools 
have been closed until next Sun- 
day, keeping home 280,000 from 
800 schools m the West Bank and 
70,000 in 92 schools in the Gaza 
Strip. 

•TTie army also closed two 
teachers colleges, one community 
college and a technical school in 
the West Bank for a period of one 
month. 

Tyre-burning and stone throw- 
ing was reported in the west Bank 
and Gaza Strip but the level of 
violence tapered off for the

AMMAN (R) — Jordan and 
Egypt welcomed on Wednesday a 
U.N. Security Council resolution 
condemning Israel for shooting 
Palestinian demonstrators in- the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Minister of occupied Territor- 
ies Affairs, Marwan Dudin, wel- 
comed the resolution but de- 
plored the U.S. abstention. 

“Jordan is glad the resolution 
was passed but deplores that the 
United States abstained. We had 
hoped it would take positive 
stand on the resolution,” he told 
Reuters. 

Egypt’s minister of state for 
foreign affairs, Boutros Ghaii, 
said the U.N. resolution marked 
the world's denunciation of 
Israeli practices in the occupied 
territories. 

Its importance, he said, “lies in 
citing continued Israeli occupa- 
tion as the reason for the de- 
terioration of the situation in the 
occupied territories.” 

His statement to reporters was 
the seventh by Egypt condemning 
the killing by Israeli troops of 
Palestinians in protests this 
month. . 

Egyptian officials viewed the 
U.S. abstention as positive. One 
said President Hosni Mubarak 


telephoned President Ronald 
Reagan on Tuesday to urge the 
United States not to use its veto. 

“The U.S. abstention made 
possible the Security Council de- 
cision condemning Israeli prac- 
tices...,” an official quoted by 
Reuter said. 

Mr. Dudin said the U.S. ab- 
stention was not conducive to a 
long-term peace settlement. “We 
wonder whether the U.S. sees 
how Israel can keep the land and 
be accepted in the region as a 
peaceful state.” 

He said Jordan welcomed a call 
by Morocco's King Hassan for a 
meeting of the Organisation of 
Islamic Conference's (OIC) Jeru- 
salem Committee to discuss the 
situation in the occupied terri- 
•tories. 

The U.S. was the only abstain- 
ing Security Council member 
when the council adopted the 
resolution strongly deploring 
Israeli practices and policies 
which violate the human rights of 
the Palestinian people in the 
occupied territories. 

It referred particularly to firing 
by the Israeli army .“resulting in 
the killing and wounding of de- 
fenceless Palestinian civilians.” 


The vote on the resolution was 
14 in favour and none against, 
with the U.S. abstention. 

Ambassador Herbert Okuo, 
deputy U.S. delegate, said after 
the vote: “If we had voted for this 
resolution, it would have upset 
and disheartened our friends, 
particularly the moderate people 
in Israel. On the other hand, to 
vote against or veto it would have 
disheartened our moderates in 
the Arab World. So we took the 
principled position and ab- 
stained." 

The United States, one of the 
five permanent council members 
with veto power, had threatened 
to vote against the resolution if 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) and supporters 
tried to push through a measure 
condemning Israel outright. 

The compromise adopted still 
was objectionable in some ways 
to the U.S. administration, but 
not intolerable. 

The resolution says the c. ur^i' 

"strongly deplores" Israeli action 
in the occupied territories, and 
calls Israel the “occupying pow- 
er.” It recalls earlier Security 
Council resolutions on the 
.Palestinian question.

In Gaza City, witnesses said, 
demonstrators burned two cars 
on Omar AI Mukbtar street, the 
main shopping centre. Soldiers 
ordered Arab motorists to dear 
away the debris. A commercial 
strike remained in force except in 
areas where the army forced open 
shops. 

AI Quds, the largest Arabic- 
language newspaper in Jeru- 
salem, was baned from distribu- 
tion in the West Bank and Gaza, 
although it may be sold in Arab 
Jerusalem. 

In Tunis, the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO), whose 
leadership is in crisis session over 
the violence in the occupied terri- 
tories, is considering the creation 
of a government-in-exile, a senior 
PLO" official said on Wednesday. 

The idea, which has been prop- 
osed and rejected in the past, was 
discussed by PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat and the 15-member PLO 
executive committee at meetings 
in Tunis, a spokesman for a PLO 
group represented at the meet- 
ings told Reuters. 

“One of the ideas being discus- 
sed is a government-m-exile 
which, at the right moment, 
would declare the establishment 
of an independent state in the 
occupied territories,” Jamil Hel- 
al. spokesman for the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Pales- 
tine (DFLP) said. 

The PLO leadership has been 
in continuous session over the 
protests in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

It met late into the night on 
Tuesday and met again on 
Wednesday in Tunis. 

The PLO has in the past re- 
frained from naming a govern- 
ment-in-exile. 

Mitterrand: No Gulf 
withdrawal 


PARIS (AP) — President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand, on the second 
day of a two-day visit to Djibouti 
on Wednesday, said France’s mis- 
sion in the Gulf was not finished 
and its vessels will remain. Inter- 
viewed by French television 
Antenne-2 aboard the aircraft 
carrier Gemenceau, Mr. Mitter- 
rand said the mission of the 
French fleet since it was dispatch- 
ed to the Gulf region in July has 
been to limit the risk for oil 
rankers, pr-nect French interests 
i:P£ pr-vti.v .. it.srnr force. He 
said the fleet in the Gulf, part of a 
larger 25-vessel unit called Task 
Force 623, would remain in the 
region. Mr. Mitterrand left 
Djibouti for Egypt where he will 
spend Christinas day.

The King and Queen were 
accompanied on the visit by 
Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, Royal 
Court Chief Marwan AI Qasem, 
Foreign Minister Taher AI Masri, 
Armed Forced Commander-in- 
Chief Field Marshal Sharif Zaid

Thev held a substantive ex- 


change of views, marked by the 
spirit of candour and mutual 
understanding, on issues of 
Soviet-Jordanian relations and 
topical international problems. 

Greeting the visitor. Mr. 
Gorbachev said that the Soviet 
Union valued relations with 
Jordan and appreciated the 
King's efforts to promoting 
cooperation between the two 
countries. Soviet-Jordanian re- 
lations were successfully de- 
veloping in various areas. 

King Hussein said that Jor- 
dan took pride in relations with 
the Soviet Union which were 
based on mutual understand- 
ing, trust and confidence in 
each other. He emphasised that 


processes taking place in the 
Soviet Union evoked immense 
interest in Arab, in non-aligned 
countries. Great hopes for im- 
provement in the international 
situation and a better future for 
all of mankind were being pin- 
ned on Soviet foreign policy 
initiatives. 

The Jordanian head of state 
highly praised in this connec- 
tion the Soviet-American 
accords reached in Washing- 
ton, and expressed the hope 
that they would have a positive 
effect on the settlement of re- 
gional conflicts which posed a 
serious potential threat to peace 
and security.

Crown Prince: U.N. approval 
of NIHO is a tribute to Jordan

AMMAN — The adoption by the 
General Assembly of a Jorda- 
nian-sponsored resolution prop- 
osing the establishment of a New 
International Humanitarian 
Order (NIHO) is a matter of 
pride for Jordan and emphasised 
the leading role the Kingdom 
plays in international humanita- 
rian affairs. His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan" said 
Wednesday. 

Hie Crown Prince said the 
resolution, which was approved 
by the General Assembly earlier 
this month, was the most sub- 
stantive of a series which began 
some years ago and that he “did 
not expect the matter to assume 
the importance it has.” 

"This year’s resolution is re- 
lated to the final report of the 
Independent Commission on In- 
ternational Humanitarian Issues 
(ICIHI) which itself came into 
being as a result of the proposal I 
made," said the Crown Pnnce in 
an interview with the Jordan 
Times. 

The Crown Prince also paid 
tribute to the support extended to 
the resolution b£the Soviet Un- 
ion and said: “This corresponds 
to the new policies of the Soviet 
leadership, represented by ‘glas- 
nost' (openness). I think the 
Soviet attitude is a vital factor in 
the global improvement of the 
human condition.” 

Replying to questions, the 
Crown Prince explained the con- 
cept of NIHO. “It is a compre- 
hensive concept which encompas- 
ses a range of humanitarian issues 
resulting from ills that afflict con- 
temporary society and disaster 


which are mainly man-made. The 
approach is action-oriented and 
the emphasis is on reflection and 
identification of alternative solu- 
tions." 

Following is the transcript of 
the interview with the Crown 
Prince: 

Question: The United Nations 
General Assembly recently 
adopted a resolution proposed by 
Jordan on a New International 
Humanitarian Order (NIHO). 
What is its significance? 

Answer: The resolution intro- 
duced by Jordan which the 
General Assembly adopted by 
consensus a few days ago is the 
most substantive of a senes which 
first began some years ago. When 
I first proposed to the General 
Assembly the promotion of a 
New Humanitarian Order, I did 
not expect the matter to assume 
the importance which it has. This 
year's resolution is related to the 
final report of the Independent 
Commission on International 
Humanitarian Issues (ICIHI) 
which itself came into being as a 
result of the proposal I made. 
About 40 countries representing 
all regions and continents joined 
Jordan to co-sponsor the resolu- 
tion. 

-Q: But what does it mean for 
Jordan which is a country with 
limited resources? 

A: The humanitarian process in 
which Jordan is playing a leading 
role has nothing to do with the 
resources of the counuy. In real- 
ity, the very fact that we are a 
small country with limited re- 
sources lends credibility to our 
humanitarian efforts. The action 
in the General Assembly which is

NRA finds new gas 
deposits at AI Risha 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Drilling at a 
new wefl in the Risha district near' 
the border with Iraq has resulted 
in the discovery of further de- 
posits of gas, boosting tire King- 
dom's gas reserves and raising 
hopes of solving the energy prob- 
lem in the future. 

Natural Resources Authority 
(NRA) Director Kama] Jureisat 
said he had reason to believe that 
more quantities of gas and also oil 
would be found in the same re- 
gion. 

The NRA, whose teams made 
the discovery, will continue its 
search programmes to find gas 
and oil, Mr. Jureisat said in -a 
statement carried by the Jordan 
News Agency, Petra. 

Last September, the NRA 
announced the discovery of a gas 
well at At Risha region and, 
according to Mr. Jureisat, it now 
produces 15 million cubic metres 
a day, corresponding to nearly 
2.500 -barrels of oil. 

The new gas find* evcect^ 
to cut natural o0 import bill which 
last year topped $600 million, 
equivalent to 90 per cent of the 
Kingdom's export earnings. 

Jordan's only other hydrocar- 
bon production is from tire small 
Hamzeh field, also in the north, 


and west of Reisah. Although the 
field produces a high quality, low 
sulfur oil, output is a sporadic 600 
barrels a day. 

Production from the Hamzeh 
field covers only one per cent of 
the country’s energy consump- 
tion, according to Finance Minis- 
ter Hanna Odeh. 

Dr. Odeh, in presenting the 
country’s 1988 draft budget to 
Parliament earlier this month, 
said a capital spending allocation 
of JD 13.5 million had been made 
for NRA operations, mainly for 
oil exploration. 

Exploration for oil in Jordan 
started in the 1930s, and NRA 
officials believe there are good 
prospects for substantial finds. 

A Canadian oil team will start 
collecting seismic data for Jordan 
in a joint search for oil with NRA 
starting next month near the Iraqi 
border.

cess gives to Jordan a humanita- 
rian profile of which we can be 
proud. Alleviation of human suf- 
fering and the search for ethical 
solutions through the ever grow- 
ing humanitarian problems 
should be the concern of all na- 
tions, big and small, and of all 
men of goodwill. Humanitarian- 
ism is a corner-stone of our 
national policies. His Majesty has 
always stressed the importance of 
human welfare and pleaded for 
politics where people matter. 

Q: What does NEHO mean to you 
and bow can it help people m a 
concrete way? 

A: It is a comprehensive concept 
which encompasses a range of 
humanitarian issues resulting 
from ills that afflict contemporary 
society and disasters which are 
mainly man-made. The approach 
is action-oriented and the emph- 
asis is on reflection and identifica- 
tion of alternative solutions. 

But it is not new in the sense of 
a recent invention. It is a process 
which began with the Declaration 
of Human Rights after World 
War II and whose momentum 
must be maintained to keep pace 
with new developments and new 
problems emerging in a fast- 
changing world. Usually, helping 
the needy is viewed in a context 
of charity which often amounts to 
throning money at problems 
rather than addressing the root 
causes. Furthermore, the huma- 
nitarian aspects of global issues 
are seldom given as much atten- 
tion as purely economic, political 
or security matters. In practical 
terms, helping the needy is useful 
but helping them to help them- 
selves is even better because it 
leads to self-reliance and self- 
sufficiency. In that sense, NIHO 
is a thought process intended to 
affect policies and practices in the 
humanitarian field. This may 
.sound grandiose but some mod- 
est beginning has to be made by 
someone somewhere in order to 
facilitate the process. 

In this age of scientific and 
technological progress, human 
wisdom must keep pace with hu- 
man knowledge and human well- 
being must remain the focal point 
of all activities by states and 
individuals alike. This was one of 
the motives behind the establish- 
ment of ICIHI. 

Q: What were the objectives of 
ICIHI? Have they been achieved 
in your view? 

A: ICIHI was established with a 
limited life-span and a modest 
programme of work which inevit- 
ably expanded as we progressed. 
Composed of eminent persons, 
representing all parts of the world 
and different cultures and trends, 
the commission concentrated on 
three areas: humanitarian norms 
in armed conflicts; man-made 
catastrophes, ranging from 
famine to nuclear disasters and 
vulnerable groups in need of spe- 
cial protection such as refugees, 
indigenous peoples, stateless per- 
sons, etc. 

The commission has issued a 
number of reports on specific 
issues which have been published 
in many languages on all conti- 
nents and whose recommenda- 
tions have had an impact on

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Accuracy of Iraqi air raids hits 
hard at Iranian oil shuttle fleet 


DUBAI (R) — Stretched across 550-miles of hostile 
waters, the fragile tanker lifeline fuelling Iran’s 
massed armies has left a graveyard of men and metal 
costing Tehran much more than shippers previously 


The sources said six damaged 
ships were presently moored off 
the Iranian island of Qeshro at 
the mouth of the Gulf, awaiting 


Harried by Iraq’s Mirage fight- 
er-bombers, two shuttle fleets of 
tankers hug the Gulf eastern 
coast in a dual operation vital to 
the Iranian war effort. 

At least 67 tankers and their 
crews took part in this oil-and- 
products seaborne conveyor dur- 
ing 1987, according to regional 
shipping sources. They say the 
oil-shuttle armada is much bigger 
than previously estimated. 

The accuracy of Iraq’s attack- 
ing aircraft ensures that not all 
vessels are on duty at any one 
time. 

"The Iranians are badly hurt. 
There is no failure to move its oil, 
but the Iraqi attacks are m aking 
the process much more difficult, 
expensive and dangerous,” one 
shipping source said. 

"There is a tremendous cost in 
damage and delays in the flow of 
oil thaL goes to feed Iran's group 
war effort.” 

Hardest hit is the main oil 
export shuttle fleet which the 
sources say involved some 39 
vessels over the year. At least 26 
of these have been hit in the last 
year, with 13 still out of action 
and five or six total write-offs, the 
sources say.

The fleet, carrying crude oil for 
export, runs from Kharg Island, 
Iran's main oil terminal in the 
north of the Gulf, to mother 
storage ships in the south — at 
Larak Island in the Strait of 
Hormuz. 

The dollars it earns finance 
Iran’s war machine and the tank- 
ers are the declared prime target 
of Iraqi pilots. 

One of the most recent victims 
on the shuttle was the Iranian- 
owned supertanker Susangird 
which is expected to be declared a 
total write-off after two succes- 
sive Iraqi attacks two weeks ago. 

Twenty -one seamen died in the 
raids on the Norwegian-managed 
tanker, the highest merchant ship 
death toll since the tanker war 
flared three years ago. 

Tuesday’s long-distance raid on 
the mother storage ships at Larak 
highlighted another major, 
though more difficult and distant, 
target for Iraq.

Cuba denies official 
contacts with Israel 


HAVANA (R) — The Cuban 
government has denied reports 
that it held official talks with 
representatives of Israel to dis- 
cuss renewing diplomatic rela- 
tions between the two nations. 

The official Cuban News Agen- 
cy Prensa Latina quoted a Fore- 
ign Ministry statement as saying 
"meetings between Cuban leaders 
and representatives of the Inter- 
national Jewish Community took 
place for political and economic

Chirac government denies new 
report on Iran arms sales 


PARIS (R) — The French gov- 
ernment has denied allegations in 
a French newspaper that secret 
arms sales to Iran have continued 
throughout Prime Minister Jac- 
ques Chirac’s 21 months in office. 

The prestigious French daily 
Le Monde said an investigation in 
Portugal by its reporters indi- 
cated that supplies of weapons 
and explosives destined for that 
country in 1986 and 1987 were 
channelled instead to Tehran, de- 
spite government pledges to the 
contrary. 


Two French companies already 
accused of arms trafficking, 
Luchaire SA and the state-owned 
National Powder and Explosives 
Company (SNPE), supplied Iran 
by using false end-user certifi- 
cates giving Portugal as the des- 
tination of the munitions, the 
newspaper said. 

But a Defence Ministry spokes- 
man, speaking on behalf of the 
Budget-Ministry, said: “the mate- 
rial -raentionea was never ship- 
ped. Therefore it could not have 
been re-routed.”

AMMAN (J.T.) - The Cabinet 
Wednesday ratified a loan agree- 
ment with Kuwait under which 
the Kuwait-based Arab Fund for 
Economic and Social Develop- 
ment will give Jordan seven mil- 
lion Kuwaiti dinars to help it 
finance the expansion of the 
Aqaba Thermal Power Station. 

The loan agreement was signed 
by officials from the Kuwaiti mnd 
and Minister of Planning Taher 
Kanaan in Amman last month. 

The loan will be used to com- 
plete the station's second phase, a 
project that entails the addition 


of two thermal power-generating 
units, each with a capacity of 130 
megawatts, and linking the sta- 
tion with the main distribution 
centre, south of Amman, with a 
400-kilovolt transmission cable. 

According to the agreement, 
the loan will carry an annual 
interest of six per cent and will be 
paid over 15 years with a five- 
year grace period. The project, 
which is being supervised and 
implemented by the Jordan Elec- 
tricity Authority (JEA) is ex- 
pected to be completed by 1991.

He said that the Arab Dimmi t 
bad demanded the convening of 
an international conference as the 
only means for solving the con- 
flict so that a formula could be 
found for implementing U.N. 
Security Council Resolutions 338 
and 242 which clearly state the* 
inadmissibility of occupying other 
countries territory by force. 

The King said that the Arab 
Nation calls for consultations 
among the five permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council and 
the concerned parties to pave the 
way for the conference. 

"These days the World watches 
an uprising in the occupied Arab 
lands by the Arab inhabitants 
against the inhuman Israeli prac- 
tices and we are supporting the 
Palestinian people with all our 
might and we will never forget 
them and will never forget their 
sufferings for an instant. We be- 
lieve that this uprising is another 
reason for concentrating the 
efforts for ending the problem as 
speedily as possible, King Hus- 
sein said. 

“This can be done, he said, 
only through tiie proposed inter- 
national conference which has 
won the support and backing of 
the majority of nations. TTie King 
said that there was no chance this 
year to gain the support of a few 
remaining nations for the idea of 
the conference and therefore 
efforts should continue to end 
this problem. ■ 

“What is happening in the occu- 
pied Arab lands at present calls 
tor doubled efforts to find a 
lasting and honourable solution 
for tne Palestine problem that 
will be acceptable to future gen- 
erations," King Hussein said. 

The King said the Arab summit 
also discussed the Gulf conflict, 
which is threatening the Arab 
Order and the Arab existence. 

“This war, which is in its eighth 
year now, is expanding and Iran 
has threatened Saudi Arabia. 
Kuwait, Iraq and gradually the 
rest of the Arab Nation ' and the 
Arab Order as a whole," King 
Hussein said. 

He said that the continuation 
of the war had brought danger 
and foreign forces to the Gulf 
region. 

“At the summit we strove to end 
the war and we believe that the 
ooly means for ending it is 


through the implementation of 
U.N. Security Council Resolu- 
tion 598 in accordance of the 
order of its articles," King Hus- 
sein said. He said Iraq had re- 
sponded favourably to the imple- 
mentation of the resolution, ex- 
change of prisoners of war and 
the withdrawal of both parties to 
the international boundaries be- 
fore arriving at a formula for 
normal relations between the 
Arabs and Iran based on mutual 
respect and non-interference in 
one another's internal affairs. 

This resolution, the King said, 
has not been implemented and 
therefore consultations should be 
made with the Security Council 
members for taking steps leading 
towards such an end. 

“I would like to emphasise to 
all that the Arab Nation is deter- 
mined and capable of assuming 
the role imposed on it for arriving 
at an honourable peace and is 
ready to defend Arab soil and 
Arab right," King Hussein said. 

Referring to the talks with the 
Soviet leaders, the King said that 
the visit opened the door for him 
to discuss all questions and he 
was quite satisfied with the out- 
come of the talks and quite happy 
with the relations between Jordan 
and the Soviet Union based on 
mutual cooperation and under- 
standing. “At the talks we discus- 
sed means of forther bolstering 
bilateral relations and coopera- 
tion in ail fields, the King added. 
He said the visit also allowed him 
the chance to convey to the 
Soviet friends in the name- of the 
Jordanian -people and the Arab 
Nation the deep feeling'of grati- 
tude and appreciation for the 
Soviet Union's stands in support- 
ing Arab causes and right and for 
backing the Arabs under all cir- 
cumstances. 

The King said he was returning 
home deeply satisfied ana 
pleased with the outcome of the 
visit and more proud of the Soviet 
Union’s friendship with the Arab 
World.

Outgoing Japanese ambassador 
esteems Jordan’s economic 
and political role in Mideast 


According to Dr. Abanda, 
more rains will fall on Thursday 
and the weather will continue to 
be cold.

AMMAN — Outgoing Japanese 
ambassador to Jordan Akira 
Nakayama hz& said the Japanese 
government’s recent approval of 
a $300 million soft loan to the 
Kingdom was “just one man- 
ifestation of a growing recogni- 
tion in Tokyo of Jordan’s pivotal 
role in the Middle East.” 
Tokyo approved the loan in 
October as part of a regional 
“assistance package" to help en- 
sure safety for commercial 
navigation in the Gulf and the 
broader stability in the Middle 
■East. The package, a landmark in 
Mr. Nakayama’s career, included 
a $200 million similar loan for the 
Sultanate of Oman. 

“The government of Jordan 
has been very much interested in 
our approach to enhance the sta- 
bility of the region,” Mr. 
Nakayama said. “We are looking 
forward towards further political, 
economic and cultural coopera- 
tion." 

The ambassador said the im- 
plementation of development 
projects in Jordan to be financed 
by the Japanese loan was “at the 
initial stage," but that the process 
“has already started." 

Mr. Nakayama said in an inter- 
view that the Jordanian govern- 
ment "is currently preparing it- 
self' for the loan and that there 
had already been some proposals 
presented by the Jordanian gov- 
ernment for possible financing by 
the Japanese loan. 

Some of these proposals are 
already under consideration by 
Tokyo as part of the $300 million 
loan, but, the ambassador said, 
“no final decision" has yet been 
made on the financing of any 
particular project. He said inten- 
sive contacts were underway on 
proposed projects. 

“It is up to Jordan to determine 
its priorities and make proposals 
on projects it wants to finance,” 
said Mr. Nakayama who leaves 
Amman today after serving his 
country here for 4!A years. He 
returns to Tokyo before taking up 
his new post in Ecuador. 

In the interview, the ambassa- 
dor pointed out that Japan would 
not make any proposals on pro- 
jects to be financed in Jordan. He 
said there was “no time limit for 
the implementation of the loan." 

On the loan’s repayment 
terms, Mr. Nakayama said repay- 
ment conditions were subject to 
the nature of the loan to be 
financed within the $300 million 
package. “Each project would be 
treated separately.” 

The Japanese-financed pro- 
jects currently under detailed 
negotiations include those related 
to power generation, road con- 


struction, irrigation and educa- 
tion installations and prog- 
rammes. 

Tbe Japanese ambassador dis- 
cussed his country’s policy in the 
region and Tokyo's diplomatic 
efforts to help reach a peaceful 
and just end the Iran-Iraq war. 

Mr. Nakayama said Japan, 
which is heavily dependent on 
Iranian oil, considered its in- 
volvement in the Gulf “a rather 
sensitive issue." He hinted that 
Tokyo's policy in the Gulf, which 
distinguished itself from the 
general Western stance, had 
often strained relations with 
Western states. 

He underlined Tokyo's inst- 
ance to adhere to "diplomatic 
channels in trying to deal with 
conflicts. 

On Japan's oil imports from 
Iran, Mr. Nakayama said the 
issue was a matter to be decided 
by the Japanese private sector. 
“The Japanese government can- 
not interfere in commercial acti- 
vities of the private sector and 
their business in the region." 
However, he said, “the amount 
being imported from Iran has 
declined (since the beginning of 
the tanker war) for one reason or 
the other." 

Mr. Nakayama said his govern- 
ment had advised its private sec- 
tor "not to seek commercial 
advantage in an area where 
others have left.” He did not 
elaborate. 

He said the government 
cooperated with the private sec- 
tor by providing it with informa- 
tion relevant to the safety of 
commercial navigation in the 
Gulf. Asked whether the govern- 
ment would advise its private 
sector oil companies to seek im- 
ports from other less-troubled 
areas, Mr. Nakayama said “it is a 
matter for them to decide.”. 

Speaking of his term in Jordan, 
the ambassador said he arrived in 
Amman with ■ practically no 
knowledge of the Kingdom or 
any part of the Middle East. "I 
had my own misgivings and mis- 
conceptions about Jordan and the 
area. What followed," he said, 
“was a succession of pleasant 
surprises.” 

“I was struck by Jordan’s 
sophistication — the people’s 
open-mindedness and friendly 
attitude," he noted. 

Hie ambassador praised Jor- 


dan's "high standard of educa- 
tion, its professional competence 
and highly-skilled manpower." 

Mr. Nakayama told the Jordan 
Times that he occasionally faced 
problems related to Japanese 
cooperation in development pro- 
jects in Jordan. He expressed 
hope that "some difficulties faced 
in the implementation of certain 
projects would be solved in the 
future." He did not explain, but 
he said: “I will leave that to be 
handled by my successor." 

On developments in the Israeli- 
occupied territories, the ambassa- 
dor said his government was 
"aware of the" gravity of the 
Palestinian situation" and that 
Tokyo's position on these de- 
velopments and the broader 
Arab-Israeli conflict was identical 
to that of Jordan. 

Japan is the second largest con- 
tributor to the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency for 
Palestine Refugees (UNRWA) 
after the United States. Mr. 
Nakayama said Tokyo was look- 
ing into the possibility of provid- 
ing economic assistance to the 
occupied Arab territories through 
the United Nations Development 
Fund (UNDP). He said the sub- 
jects were under discussion at the 
Japanese foreign ministry. 

Asked whether .that meant the 
Japanese government has de- 
cided against contributing assist- 
ance to the occupied territories 
through Jordan's five-year de- 
velopment plan for the occupied 
territories, Mr. Nakayama 
answered: "That's correct." 

In his late fifties, Mr. 
Nakayama is married with three 
daughters who have visited Jor- 
dam The ambassador who joined 
the foreign service in 1950, served 
his country in Indonesia, the Un- 
ited States, New Zealand, Cana- 
da, South Africa, Trinidad in the 
Carribean before his appoint- 
ment in Jordan in mid 1983. His 
hobbies include reading, photo- 
graphy and playing golf. 

Mr. Nakayama said much as he 
will miss Jordan, he was looking 
forward to his assignment in 
Ecuador. 

A Royal Decree was issued 
Wednesday awarding Mr. 
Nakayama Jordan’s Independ- 
ence Medal of the First Order for 
his role in enhancing Jordanian- 
Japanese relations.

AlRa'i: Complementary drives 


JORDANIAN moves on the one hand and diplomatic moves by 
Arab governments on the other clearly reflect a determination on the 
part of the Arab Nation to follow up on the positive outcome 
achieved at the Arab summit meeting in Amman last month. King 
Hussein's visit to the Soviet Union assumes a special importance 
since it represents a pan- Arab drive to present the Arab views to the 
superpower and explain the Amman summit's successful outcome. 
Likewise. Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn Abdul Aziz of Saudi Arabia 
who visited Baghdad. Damascus and Cairo, carried out a similar 
mission within the Arab World, acting in the spirit of the Amman 
summit and trying to enhance its resolutions which call for pan-Arab 
solidarity in the face of hostile alliance, specially in the Palestine and 
Gulf fronts. Prince Hassan held talks with Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdul Aziz on current Arab affairs and the results of the Amman 
summit. These talks come on the eve of meetings in Riyadh by the 
Gulf Cooperation Council members who wilt discuss collective 
defence and security matters. The meeting will find a total backing 
from Arab countries for measures aimed at ensuring the security of 
the Arab states. The coming meeting is bound to enhance the 
resolutions passed by the Amman summit on the Iran-lraq war and 
the Arab-Isrneli conflict. There is no alternative to solidarity among 
Arab countries at a time when the common enemies continue their 
drive to occupy Arab land, and there is no substitute to pan-Arab 
aciion in the face of injustice and repression. 


Al Dustour: What is expected of Soviets 


ISSUES of common interest to Jordan and the Soviet Union were on 
top of the subjects discussed by King Hussein and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev at three- hour meeting at the Kremlin Tuesday. 
These questions covered regional problems and issues of global 
importance.

Your Majesty, 

Our respected Jordanian 

guests, 

Comrades, 


WE are deeply pleased to wel- 
come our most esteemed guest 
King Hussein Ibn Talal of Jordan 
on an official visit to the Soviet 
Union. We are also glad to see 
here at the Kremlin Her Majesty 
Queen Noor. 

Strong and solid relations 
have developed between our two 
countries since a long time. These 
relations have been based on 
principles of mutual respect and 
non-intervention in each other's 
internal affoirs. In the view of the 
Soviets, Jordan is an integral part 
of the Arab World, the land of 
great and ancient traditions and 
me cradle of genuine civilisa- 
tions. The unique and rare caves, 
palaces and temples which are 
sculptured in the rocks of the 
mountains of Petra, the capital of 
one greatest and most ancient 
states, are truly considered real 
miracles of man's magnificent, 
architectural creations. 


REALLY it is not useless to 
describe Jordan as “open-air 
museum" but the central debate 
in our contemporary times is not 
focused on the necessity of pre- 
serving civilisations' ruins but 
rather on the fact that the nations 
are demanding with their loudest 
voice the human life itself on 
earth should be safeguarded prior 
to anything else. 

THE era we are living in is 
extraordinary. Just recently, the 
visit of the secretary-general of 
the Central Committee of the 
Soviet Communistparty, Mikhail . 
Gorbachev, to Washington to 
sign the Soviet-American INF 
treaty, and the international reac- 
tions to the treaty have once 
again proved that realising 
the major objective of humanity 
of deterring the danger of nuclear 
war has become nearer than ever. 
And even those who are still 
resisting the elimination of nuc- 
lear weapons can no longer claim 
that this goal is a mirage or an 
attainable dream. 


IT has become clear to the 
whole world that the realisation 
of this objective is solely contin- 
gent on the scope of the current 
efforts in that direction. 

IT has become clear that the 
continuation of the arms race is a 
step towards a bottomless pit 
ana, if we use the metaphoric 
expressions used in your coun- 
tries my friends, then we shall say 
that the arms race is like a cara- 
van in the desert heading straight 
to the lifeless Dead Sea where it 
is impossible for any living soul to 
survive. 

THE Soviet-American INF 
treaty represents the first step in 
the reverse direction i.e. towards 
avoiding the danger of the catas- 
trophe and safeguarding of life on 
earth. 

WE shall not be tired to reiter- 
ate that our Leninist policy is a 
policy of peace and that the 
U.S.S.R., together with its allies 
and the other countries that call 
for development of ties among 
nations, is constructing a peace 
landmark. 

BUT this landmark cannot be 
strongly built if the construction 
was not based on solid security 
base. Or else this security would 
be unreliable and fragile. 

THIS realisation has become 
one of the crystal-clear fun- 
damentals of the nuclear age. 
Therefore I reiterated, during the 
27th congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party, the need to reacti- 
vate collective efforts to exting- 
uish the flames of conflict in the 
regions of tension and instability 
in the world. 

TfflS point, perhaps, directly 
concerns the Middle cast in the 
first ^ace, for the unresolved 
conflict in this area has been 
shedding blood for the last four 
decades. Moreover, year after 
year, new causes of conflict are 
accumulating and new links of 
complexties are added to the 
chain. The region has witnessed 
an unprecedented arms race in 
terras of its implications and 
scopes and in which foreign pow- 
ers are involved in a wider scale.

A very significant visit

THERE IS is no doubt that His 
Majesty King Hussein’s visit to 
Moscow is an important develop- 
ment in the international arena. 
It follows the achievement of a 
great step towards deterring the 
danger of a nuclear catastrophe. 
This step was the signing in 
Washington of the Soviet-Amer- 
ican agreement to eliminate in- 
termediate-range nuclear mis- 
siles. 

King Hussein, on behalf of the 
Jordanian government and peo- 
ple, has personally congratulated 
the Soviet leadership on this ma- 
S jor step which has paved the way 
B for the elimination of a nuclear 
nightmare. 

The significance of the Kina’s 
visit stems from the fact that the 
main focus of his talks with the 
Soviet leadership is on the remov- 
al of tension and the clanger of 
war from the Middle East and the 
Gulf, a region whose security 
affects the security of the world as 
a whole. 

President Andrei Gromyko has 

stressed the importance that the 
Soviet leadership attaches to this 
visit. In his speech at the Kremlin 
on Monday. President Gromyko 
underlined the importance of a 
decisive and a daring turn to- 
wards a collective search for a 
just and honourable peace in the 
Middle East. He reiterated that 
the Soviet Union was not apathe- 
tic towards the fate of the people 
of the Middle East, which is close 
to the USSR and, consequently, 
the prevailing military and poli- 
tical tension in the region cannot 
but affect the Soviet Union and 
its allies. 

The attention is now focused 
on efforts to convene an interna- 
tional peace conference on the 
Middle East. Even those who 
until recently were not willing to 
listen to the idea are now recon- 
sidering the proposal and possi- 
bility of convening the confer- 
ence. 

In a reference to the confer- 
ence's task to provide solutions 
addressing all aspects of the 
Arab- Israeli conflict, including 


the Palestinian problem, Mr. 
Gromyko stated that what should 
distinguish the functions of the 
conference should be its ability to 
guarantee the mutual respect of 
each party’s independence and 
the right of each country to 
choose its independent way of 
development in an atmosphere of 
stability and security. 

The Soviet Union, in its capac- 
ity as a permanent member of the 
U.N. Security Council, is deter- 
mined to work constructively to 
solve the Middle East conflict 
through its contacts with the con- 
cerned parties, including the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO). Thus Moscow is en- 
dorsing a principled position on 
the Palestinian question while it is 
also dealing pragmatically with 
efforts to find a settlement to the 
Middle East problem. 

The Soviet Union's position in 
support of an end to the Iran-lraq 
war also remains firm. Moscow 
believes that Security Council 
Resolution 598 remains the sound 
and balanced basis for a just 
settlement to the conflict. 

It would be better, however, if 
both sides themselves sat at the 
negotiating table. There would be 
no reasons then to resort to any 
other measure to solve the con- 
flict in accordance with the Un- 
ited Nation’s Charter even 
though Moscow does not reject 
the possibilities of taking such 
measures if the need arises. 

The exchange of speeches (be- 
tween King Hussein and Presi- 
dent Gromyko) and the King’s 
talks in Moscow have indicated 
identical Jordanian and Soviet 
stands and views on issues related 
to the Middle East and other 
regions of the world. They also 
reflect keenness on both siaes to 
further develop Jordanian-Soviet 
cooperation. 

It is no coincidence that the 
Soviet people, as they welcome 
King Hussein, express confidence 
that the visit will foster Soviel- 
Jordanian relations and contri- 
bute to the creation of a new 
atmosphere in international rela- 
tions and strengthen efforts to 
achieve real peace, keeping in 
view the interests of all parties in 
the region. 


narrow interests and benefits. As 
the final result, we find a chronic 
political and military instability,

ALL of this creates an atmos- 
phere of clanger and lack of confi- 
dence in the future on the part of 
the people of the region.

The (Palestinian resistance) has 
also proved the need for a deci- 
sive and daring turn towards a 
collective search for a just and 
honourable peace. 

The Soviet union is far from 
being apathetic towards the fate 
of the nations in the Middle East. 
This region is close in proximity 
to our country and therefore the 
escalating political and military 
tension cannot but affect us and 
the security of our allies. We have 
always had historical, political, 
economic and cultural interests 
and concerns in the region. 

WE are also aware that other 
countries have similar interests 
and concerns in the region. But 
that should never mean that an 
external force can claim the right 
to decide the future and fate of 
the area or to impose by force the 
basis of this future upon the 
people of the region. 

THE idea of convening an in- 
ternational peace conference on the 
Middle East is currently enjoying 
the world attention. It is a posi- 
tive development that this idea is 
gaining ground and weight. Even 


those who until recently were not 
ready even to listen about this 
conference are now ready to con- 
sider the suggestion ana to dis- 
cuss the possibility of realising it. 
But there are still some circles 
which try to impose artificial pre- 
conditions and reservations 
against the convening of the con- 
ference. These circles aim at ex- 
ploiting the wide approval of the 
convening of the conference to 
advance their own special in- 
terests.

THE Soviet position towards 
the Palestinian cause is well- 
known; the conference should be 
based on mutual respect of each 
country’s independence and the 
right of each people to choose its 
own independent way of develop- 
ment in an atmosphere of 
security. 


HOWEVER, the path towards 
achieving peace is strewn with 
difficulties. Iraq's readiness to 
accept peace is not enough on its 
own to achieve the aspired peace. 
It is the right of the international 
community to expect practical 
steps towards peace by Iran. It 
will be preferable that the two 
sides will sit on the same negotiat- 
ing table. The wise Oriental 
proverb says: “A good neigh- 
bourhood stems from kind inten- 
tions."

UNITED NATIONS (R) — Fol- 
lowing is the text of a resolution 
criticising Israeli actions in the 
occupied territories that was 
adopted on Tuesday by the 
Security Council by 14 votes in 
favour and none against, with the 
United States abstaining. 

The draft was sponsored by the 
non-aligned members of the 15- 
nation council — Argentina, 
Congo. Ghana, the United Arab 
Emirates and Zambia. 


The Security Council, 


HAVING considered the letter 
dated U December 1987 from the 
permanent representative of 
Democratic Yemen to the United 
Nations, in bis capacity as chair- 
man of the Arab group for the 
month of December, 

BEARING in mind the inalien- 
able rights of all peoples recog- 
nised by the Charter of the Un- 
ited Nations and proclaimed by 
universal declaration of human 


rights, 

RECALLING its relevant resolu- 
tions on the situation in the 
Palestinian and other Arab terri- 
tories, occupied by Israel since 
1967, including Jerusalem, and 
including its resolutions 446 
(1979). 465 (1980), 497 (1981). 
and 592 (1986J. 

RECALLING also the Geneva 
Convention relative to the pro- 
tection of civilian persons in time 
of war. of 12 August 1949, 
GRAVELY concerned and 
alarmed by the deteriorating 
situation in the Palestinian ana 
other Arab territories occupied 
by Israel since 1967. including 
Jerusalem, 

TAKING into account the need 
to consider measures for the im- 
partial protection of the Palesti- 
nian civilian population under 
Israeli occupation. 
CONSIDERING that the current 
policies and practices of Israel, 
the occupying power, in the occu- 
pied territories are bound to have 


grave consequences for the en- 
deavours to achieve comprehen- 
sive, just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East, 

1. Strongly deplores these poli- 
cies and practices of Israel, the 
occupying power, which violate 
the human rights of the Palesti- 
nian people in the occupied terri- 
tories, and in particular the open- 
ing of fire by the Israeli army, 
resulting in the killing and 
wounding of defenceless Palesti- 
nian civilians. 

2. Reaffirms that the Geneva 
Convention relative to the pro- 
tection of civilian persons in time 
of war. of 12 August 1949, is 
applicable to the Palestinian and 
other Arab territories occupied 
by Israel since 1967. including 
Jerusalem. 

3. Calls once again upon Israel, 
the occupying power, to abide 
immediately and scrupulously by 
the Geneva Convention relative 
to the protection of civilian per- 
sons in time of war, of 12 August 


1949, and to desist forthwith from 
its policies and practices that are 
in violation of the provisions of 
the convention, 

4. Calls furthermore for the 
exercise of maximum restraint to 
contribute towards the establish-

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Justice and charity breed goodwill

“PEACE on earth to men of 
goodwill" is the message of 
' -V; Christmas. This has been so since 
■ the first Christmas night about. 
< two thousand years ago. This will 
continue to be the constant good 
news for all the years to come. 
:■>' There is a perennial need for 
r..-^ peace for all individuals, all 
societies, all nations, for develop* 
ment, progress and well-being of 
... all mankind, irrespective of cast, 

: " creed and colour. 

Peace is what makes one’s life 
r Oenduringly bearable; peace is 
!; what gives harmony and order in 
society; peace is what strengthens 
..relations among nations and 
• makes them cooperate in diverse 
V fields of sotio-economico-politic- 
al enterprises. Peace is the basic 
- requirement for sustained de- 
velopment and progress in every 


sphere of personal life, in every 
aspect of national life, and in 
every field of international 
approach to global problems. 

It is a universal desire of every 
human being to possess peace. 
But it doesn’t come easily. It 
takes tremendous effort to attain 
peace and then guard it without 
losing it. Peace can be possessed 
only by “men of goodwill”. We 
can further paraphrase it and say 
that peace is assured to only 
“nations of goodwill.” Global 
peace will be the comulative re- 
sult of the goodwill of all nations 
on earth, in other words, whether 
sought by an individual, or a 
society, or a nation of diverse 
people, or a world of diverse 
nations, peace is based on the 
bedrock of goodwill. 

Individuals need first to 
achieve peace before a society 
can enjoy peace. The individuals* 
goodwill towards one another 
makes it possible for ail the mem- 
bers of the society to live in 
harmony and order; this makes 
possible the observance of the 
laws of society which are neces- 
sary for the common good of all. 
This also makes everyone to rec- 
ognise the rights of everybody 


else and respect them. 

Education, religious discipline 
etc. would certainly help people 
to cultivate goodwill towards one 
another. Lack of goodwill tends 
to make people behave irrational- 
ly towards one another in a socie- 
ty. Lack of it tends to make one 
selfish and forgetful of others’ 
rights: lack of it tends to beget 
envy, rancour and evil designs, 
potentially disruptive to the well- 
being of the whole society. In 
some places, peace is disturbed 
by a few who take the laws into 
their own hands. They neither 
believe in the goodwill of others 
nor peace with others, but in- 
dulge themselves in evil pursuits. 
Stringent laws, therefore are 
made to restrict their destructive 
activities. Fortunately there are 
few anarchists. They are a liabil- 
ity all the same in a society where 
peace is the anchor for human 
development. But peace is the 
monopoly of the men of goodwill 
on earth. 

Peace among nations is also 
dependent on the goodwill they 
show one another. Lack of it 
tends nations to suspect the good 
intentions of one another. Ten- 
sions, quarrels, conflicts and wars 


ensue based on issues they con- 
sider they cannot comprehend in 
the behaviour of one towards 
another. It is goodwill that should 
make them avoid the path of 
confrontation and seek peaceful 
solutions to outstanding problems 
on common principles. Differ- 
ences of views are inevitable 
among nations but that does not 
mean that they should lead to 
undermining the goodwill ex- 
isting between them. On the con- 
trary, differences should help 
reinforce it, just as we see a 
marvellous unity in the diversity 
of nature. In this regard, it was 
heartening to witness the Arab 
leaders' summit in Amman last 
month. A fund of goodwill 
brought them all under a summit 
umbrella that gave a boost to the 
peace process in the Middle East. 
They have tangibly expressed 
their goodwill to resolve the 
Arab- Israeli conflict through an 
international conference under 
the auspices of the United Na- 
tions. The other party in the 
conflict, Israel, should recipro- 
cate it with an adequate show of 
goodwill. Israel will have peace 
for all the time to come provided 
Israel demonstrates goodwill. 


Goodwill on both sides will even- 
tually lead to the establishment of 
peace in the Middle East. 

How would we show goodwill 
and reap its fruit of peace. First of 
all we must realise that in the 
family of humans we are all 
equals, having equal rights. Jus- 
tice demands that no-one should 
try to infringe upon the legitimate 
rights of others. What is nowa- 
days very much lacking is the 
readiness to accord respect to the 
rights of otheis. Even positively 
in some places those rights are 
being trampled under foot. The 
right to live and organise a decent 
life, the right to have the freedom 
of speech, the right to practise 
one’s religion, the right to basic 
amenities of life etc. are not 
always enjoyed by all every- 
where. Particularly without reli- 
gious liberty one can hardly ex- 
pect harmony and peace among 
people of diverse persuasions and 
beliefs. It is very significant to 
mention that the meeting be- 
tween Muslims and Christians in 
Amman during the Third Mus- 
lim-Christian Dialogue last 
month ensured and strengthened 
the goodwill of one community to 
the other. 


Secondly, we see socio-econo- 
mic disparities in peoples' life. 
Some are rich; others are poor; 
still others are beggars and dis- 
possessed. There are so many 
suffering and dying of hunger. 
Yet there are those lavishly living 
on delicacies and would not even 
part with the crumbs that fall 
from their tables to feed a hungry 
person. There is need to cultivate 
a greater awareness among peo- 
ple to support the poor and needy 
and even to share their means 
with them. 

Pope John Paul said to the 
general assembly of Caritas Inter- 
nationalis in May: “To build 
peace we must build communities 
of justice and charity". In fact 
of thi 


this was the theme of the assem- 
bly which the Pope 
wholeheartedly commended. It is 
true nobody can remain insensi- 
tive to the urgent need for peace 
everywhere. But justice and char- 
ity are the sj ne qua non for 
displaying our goodwill which 
ultimately will bloom into univer- 
sal and authentic peace for which 
everyone is hankering for. Christ- 
mas is a time to reassess our share 
in realising that supreme and 
noble goal.

King David bellowed that 
this child most be brought to him, 
dead or alive, by the end of the

The day was Christmas eve, the 
same day the three boys from 
Nazareth decided to find out how 
true the story of the child was. 
Christmas vacation gave them ten 
. days of school holidays, so they 
had enough time to so to Jabiliya 
camp, where the child was last 


• reported seen. 


The three — Fadi, Rajai and 
Nasser — set out through the 
streets of Nazareth to buy the 
child presents before catching the 
Nazareth-Tel Avrv-Gaza bus line. 

They entered a small shop. 
Christmas carols filled the air. 
The boys were warmly greeted by 
a small woman garbed in black 
and a colourful headscraf. 

Umm Saed, who knew the boys 
for all tbeir 14 years, listened 
patiently as Fadi. Rajai and Nas- 
ser told her of tbeir plans to visit 
the new child in Gaza. They then 
asked her advise on what presents 
to take, as they had great respect 
for. her and her wisdom. 

Umm Saed calmly glanced over 
her shoulder and then whispered 
in low hushed tones: “A sling- 
shot, a bag of onions and 
matches." 

Though surprised at her sug- 
gestion, the boys bought the pre- 
sents. bade her goodbye and 
headed towards the bus station. 

The Nazareth-Tei Aviv bus 
promptly left at noon. A quick 
glance told the boys that there 
were only a few Arabs on board. 
However, no one spoke in Arabic 
or rather no Arab spoke at all. 
The hour-and-a-haif trip was 
dominated by talk in Hebrew on 
the new bom child and King 
David’s plan to eliminate him. 

The child was varyingly de- 
scribed as a “monster”, “a walk- 
ing terror,” and “a Soviet con- 
spiracy.” Several suggestions 
were aired by men, women and 
children to “kfll all the filthy 
children of Gaza,”or “throw 
them into the sea or across the 
River Jordan.” The boys burnt 
with anger and with the applause 
and cheer that followed the half- 
hourly news bulletins they be- 
came more and more enraged but 
at the same time they were also 



happy to hear the child was con- 
tinuing his exploits. 

The news said: “Unrest has 
been reported in Balata camp 
near Nablus. Ten youngsters 
armed with stones have been shot 
by soldiers. The soldiers were 
unable to locate the child in 
Nabhis.” 

Everytime the child was re- 
ported in different places — Jala- 


zone camp, Khan Younis, Rafah, 
Hebron, Ram all ah, Askar, Qal- 


qiliya, Jerusalem — but the boys 
f could 


somehow had a feeling they < 
meet the child when they reached 
Gaza. 

A few kilometres from Tel 
Aviv the bus passed hundreds of 
people carrying coffins and chant- 
ing slogans protesting the deaths 
of their brethren. 

A sad smile replaced the sullen 
look in the boys’ eyes. It stayed 
until they reached Tel Aviv and 
boarded the Tel Aviv-Gaza bus, 
which was full of Arabs. Settling 
comfortably into their seats, the 
boys’ shot ears up as they heard 
the child mentioned again. 

“They say the child is beautiful 
with huge dovish eyes,” said an 


elderly woman. 

“I’ve heard that the child is not 
only beautiful, but also intelli- 
gent... be has a photographic 
memory and understands con- 
cepts without much explanation," 
added another. 

“There’s talk that no bullet can 
kill him,” was the excited com- 
ment of a youth. 

“The minute they have him 
cornered, he flies to another 
place,” added his companion. 

“He even gives the poor their 
daily bread,” shouted a voice 
from the front rows. 

. “I wonder if he was bora in 
Jabiliya camp. There are reports 
that the child was seen at Dor A1 
Balah and Dheisheh camps, in 
Jerusalem and even in the 
Galilee,” said a breathless 
woman who was just in time to 
catch the bus. 

“I bet he’s as dark as night,” 
asserted an old bedouin. 

“He may be blond,” countered 
another voice. 

At the end of the one-hour 


trip, the three boys got off at the 
Jabilij 

gers farewell and receiving their 


yra stop. Bidding the passen- 


blessings in return, they set off 
towards the camp. As they 
neared the rundown dwellings 
with glassless windows and rot- 
ting doors, they stood aside in 
silence to make way for a funeral 
procession. Not a sound could be 
heard from the young and old 
that walked past. Young children 
looked at the boys with their 
adult eyes while the young men 
carrying bodies wrapped in red, 
green, white and black cloth on 
their shoulders stared right 
through them with tears glisten- 
ing in their eyes. 

The three boys decided to fol- 
low the procession. Soon they 
found themselves in front of Shif- 
fa Hospital. But they were taken 
aback to see King David himself, 
escorted by Goliath carrying a 
long wooden -dub and a rifle. 

The boys instinctively knew 
what to do. Joining the protesters 
they formed a human barricade. 
As Goliath drew closer, Fadi 
took the slingshot from his back- 
pack and a rock from the ground. 
When Goliath threw a tear-gas 
grenade, Rajai passed beads of 
onions around.

In the midst of the columns of 
black smoke and tear-gas, a 
kneeling Goliath and a screaming 
King David who had somehow 
lost his crown, Fadi, Rajai, and 
Nasser knew that a new child was 
indeed born, and they had just 
seen him.

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Quality control 


IN LIGHT of the government policy of encouraging local industry 
we have witnessed the appearance of tens of small enterprises in 
Jordan. From various artificial juices, to potato chips, candies, 
soaps, tissues, and other commodities, the market Is full of 
Jordanian-made goods. 

However, the quality is not always what one expects. Is it 
because of too much local competition that so many factories are 
introducing gifts and offering low prices as incentives to market 
their goods. This competition in a relatively small market, is giving 
a hard time to (he small enterprises. 

To survive market competition and make profit, most industrial 
concerns ent down the prices or their products, but only at the 
expense of quality. 

To combat this a committee for consumer quality control should 
be established. Such a body would closely monitor all the goods in 
the market and make sure that they are safe for consumers and 
meet the required standards. Some smaller enterprises might get in 
difficulty, as they might not be able to cope with a higher standard 
and with less profit. In that case those small enterprises should 
merge had become one corporation with a joint capital: stronger in 
• the market and able to face bigger competitors. 

The experience of the merger of small insurance companies, for 
example, proved to be a success. The result may be profitable for 
both the entrepreneurs and the consumers. 


Kuwaiti film director 
stays with Arab roots

KUWAIT — Renowned Kuwaiti 
film director Khaled Siddik is 
sometimes asked why he has not 
made a film about the modern 
Gulf region he lives in, with its 
steel and glass towers, freeways 
and oil wells. 

“I’ve always sought our the real 
roots of the Arabs in their tradi- 
tional environments, whether 
Kuwait, Sudan or the silk route 
days,” he says, referring to his 
three feature films. 

Siddik, 42, has set poignant 
love stories in the oases of Sudan 
and in the pearling days before 
Kuwait’s oil boom. 

In his latest movie, he turns the 
dock back 600 years to the height 
of Arab empire when European 
adventurers, Arab traders and 
Indian beauties mingl ed on Mar- 
co Polo’s sdk route to China. 

Siddik is a rarity in the Gulf 
Arab states, where a handful of 
film makers produce mostly state- 
sponsored documentaries and TV 
serials. 

He has overcome parental re- 
buke, religious opposition - and 
financial risk to achieve recogni- 
tion at home and abroad as a 
leading Arab writer, director and 
producer of full-length feature 
films. 

Siddik recalled that when his 
first film, /fas ya Bahr (The Cruel 
Sea), came but in 1972, some 
Kuwaiti parliamentarians called 
for the negatives to be burned. 

The award-winning film is now 
regarded as a classic, the tragic 
story of a young Kuwaiti who dies 


on a pearling trip trying to earn 
the bride price for the girl he 
loves. 

Siddik’s passion for the screen 
started early while he was in 
school in India, the Third World’s 
leading film maker. 

When he returned to Kuwait 
aged 16, his religious father 
deemed film-making un-lslamic 
and insisted he go into the family 
business. 

“1 told him if I joined the 
family firm it would go bust in a 
fortnight,” Siddik remembers. 
“But rhy father resisted (Siddik’s 
film-making) until his last mo- 
ments.” 

He learned the rudiments of 
cinematic technique in the early 
days of Kuwaiti television and 
studied in Britain, Italy and the 
United Stales. 

“ ‘The Cruel Sea’ is about the 
struggle of people with nature 
before the discovery of oil,” Sid- 
dik says. “1 thought it was impor- 
tant for the west and a lot of Arab 
countries to know what Kuwait 
was like before oil.” 

Kuwait's mud huts and tradi- 
tional wedding dances and the 
long months at sea vanished SO 
years ago, but are vividly shown 
in Siddik’s film. 

The success of “The Cruel 
Sea”, which won nine interna- 
tional awards, encouraged Siddik 
in 1975 to set up his own studio in 
Kuwait, the first private studio in 
the Gulf. 

His next film was adapted from 
Sudanese writer Al Taveb Saleh's 
novel, Uis Az-Zain (The Wed- 
ding of Zain).

Arrest warraut issued for soccer boss 


BOGOTA (R) — A Colombian magistrate issued an arrest 
warrant on Tuesday against the president of French First Division 
soccer club Brest who sneaked out of the country last week, 
Colombia’s press agency Colprensa said. Investigating Magistrate 
Elizabeth Amaya, from Cali, issued the warrant after Brest 
President Francois Yvinec jumped bail and fled Colombia aboard 
a small plane after seven weeks of investigation about alleged 
fraud in a transfer contract. Yvinec arrived in France last 
Saturday, together with player Roberto Cabanas from tbe dub 
America of Cali, and denounced to journalists what he called a 
“parody of justice" in Colombia. The arrest warrant means that 
Yvinec is subject to immediate arrest if he sets foot on Colombian 
soil. It was not immediately dear whether Colombian authorities 
would issue an international arrest warrant and seek Interpol’s aid 
to have Yvinec arrested in France.

U.S. wheat

The Nicosia-based Middle East 
Economic Survey (MEES) said 
on Tuesday that Kuwait would 
also cut production in January, it 
is estimated to be pumping 
around 1.4 million b/d compared 
with its quota of 996,000 b/d. 

MEES said Iraq, left out of 
OPEC’s quota system after it 
decided not to abide by its alloca- 
tion of 1.54 million b/d, is also 
considering a cut in its 2.83 mil- 
lion output.

LONDON (R) — Leading industrial countries have 
made a long-awaited joint call for a steadier dollar, 
but currency and share dealers said on Wednesday it 
may have come too late and offered too little to have 
much impact. 


The dollar firmed, gold was 
steady and shares were mixed. 
London stocks edged higher 
while Tokyo, the world’s biggest 


market, slipped back slightly. 
Dealers had hoped the Goup i 


Dealers had hoped the Goup of 
Seven (G-7) industrial nations 
the United States. Japan, West 
Germany, France, Italy, Britain 
and Canada — would act to buoy 
financial markets, still jittery af- 
ter the global stock markets crash 
in mid-'October and after seeing 
the dollar hit historic lows lasl 
week, 

“A further decline of the dol- 
lar, or a rise in the dollar to an 
extent that becomes destabilising 
to the adjustment process, could 
be counterproductive by damag- 
ing growth prospects in the world 
economy," the G-7 said in a joint 
statement on Tuesday. 

In an annexe to the statement 
spelling out what G-7 nations 
would do, finance ministers 
pledged only to steer steady 
courses. The lack of new policies 
disappointed dealers. 

“Of course, the G-7 officials do 
not want currency instability. But 
they still have to take action to 
bring about their aims,” said Mr. 
Joachim Zimmermann, chief 
dealer at Berliner Bank. “The 
market will certainly try to test 
just how serious the’G-7 officials 
are about currency stability in the 
new year." 

In early trading on Wednesday, 
the dollar rose just over 1 .5 pfen- 
nigs and two-thirds of a yen to 
touch highs of 1.6445 Deutsche- 
marks and 127.15 yen. It then 
edged back to trade below 1.64 
marks and 127 yen. Gold was 
fixed in London on Wednesday 
morning at $483.25 an ounce, the 
same as Tuesday's close. 

Britain’s Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Nigel Lawson and West 
Germany’s finance and econo- 
mics ministers, Mr. Gerhard Stol- 
tenberg and -Mr. Martin Bange- 
mann, said in separate remarks 
on Wednesday morning that the 
dollar is at present under-valued. 

Mr. Lawson added in a British 


radio interview: “International 
cooperation is very much alive 
and well. Whether or not (the 
dollar) will fall further or not I 
don't know. I think that there is a 
common will, and l think that will 
include the United States, to try 
and (ensure) that it doesn’t." 

In Tokyo. Japanese Finance 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa said 
G-7 would try hard to stop the 
dollar sliding further. “We could 
expect greater (central bank) 
market intervention,” he added. 

But. said Mr. Tsunehiro 
Nakayama, senior manager at the 
industrial Bank of Japan: 
“There’s still a lack of concrete 
expression by the U.S. of support 
for the dollar." 

“Under free market condi- 
tions, the dollar price is ultimate- 
ly determined by supply and de- 
mand. G-7 statements can only 
have a temporary effect as long as 
the supply of dollars exceeds de- 
mand," said Mr. Bob Bauer, 
senior dealer at Commerzbank 
A.G. in Frankfurt. He thinks the 
dollar could fall to 1.60 marks. 

That sort of fear, said stock- 
brokers in Europe and Japan, 
kept a lid on share prices. 

A weak dollar cuts export sales 
of European and Asian firms by 
pricing their goods off the U.S. 
and giving their American com- 
petitors an edge elsewhere. 

Tokyo’s Nikkei 225-share in- 
dex slipped 47.17 points to 
22,693.85. London edged higher, 
with the benchmark FTSE 100- 
share index up 13.1 points to a. 
morning high of 1,760.5, before 
easing slightly. 

Frankfurt's 30-share Boersen- 
Zeitung index opened 0.19 points 
lower at 281.76 and Paris shares 
fell. 

“A G-7 declaration was all we 
wanted during the stormy days of 
October and November. We 


were disappointed when it failed 
to come. Now it’s here too late 


and we don’t care very much,” 
said a Paris share dealer. 


Shares were steady in Amster- 
dam, where the CBS All Share 


index rose just 0.3 points to 66.4, 
Zurich and Sweden.

"I don't think this is an accord, 
it’s just a Christinas message. 
You plea for peace and love at 
Christmas but the violence is re- 
sumed after Boxing Day.

"When you come out with 
communiques like this, you need 
to talk about concrete measures 
and not just make statements of 
intent," said Mr. Daniel Witschi, 
an economist at Swiss Bank 
Corp. 

In the annexe to the G-7 state- 
ment, Japan promised it “will 
steadfastly continue im- 
plementing the six-rrillion-yen- 
plus ($47" billion) package de- 
cided on last May." 

West Germany said its monet- 
ary growth would "continue to 
maintain appropriate conditions 
for sustained non-inflationary 
economic growth." 

Thq, United States noted that it 
would cut its budget deficit by $76 
billion over two years — Presi- 
dent Reagan signed budget-cut- 
ting bills to that effect into law on 
Tuesday. The United States also 
said it would resist protectionist 
pressure. 

It was all similar to February's 
Louvre accord, dealers said. In 
that pact, Japan and West Ger- 
many agreed to boost their eco- 
nomies "and the U.S. to cut its 
twin budget and trade deficits — 
the policies the G-7 statement 
says they will continue. 

But many dealer were not 
impressed with their efforts, 
especially after the U.S. trade 
deficit for October, announced 
earlier this month, hit a record

This autumn, a series of bad 
U.S. trade figures pushed the 
dollar far below its Louvre accord 
floors of about 1.75 to 1.80 
Deutscbemarks and 135 to 140 
yen.

Istanbul signs for French gas network 


ISTANBUL (R) — Istanbul 
Mayor Bedrettm Daian signed a 
$452 million contract with a 
French company on Wednesday 
for construction of a network of 
pipes to distribute Soviet natural 
gas in Turkey’s commercial 
capital. 

Mr. Daian said France’s Soci- 
ete Auxiliare d’Entreprises 
(SAE) won the project in associa- 
tion with Turkey’s Alarako due 


to strong French government 
backing for the project. 


The 2,091-kilometre network 


will supply 450,000 Istanbul 
homes and businesses within 
three years, using Soviet natural 
gas from a pipeline that opened in 
June. 

Istanbul municipality’s Igdas 
will manage the project, advised 
by Sofregaz, an affiliate of Gaz 
De France. 

The mayor said he hoped the 
switch to natural gas would help 
to reduce pollution from domes- 
tic burning of high-sulphur lignite 
coal. 

Ankara, also plagued by pol- 


luting smog, signed a contract 
three weeks ago with a British-led 
consortium for a $130 million 
pipe network to distribute Soviet 
natural gas. 

“The natural gas project is not 
just an industrial project but is 


also an important step to protect 
the environment," Mayor Daian 


said at the signing ceremony in 
Istanbul. 


French Foreign Trade Minister 
Michel Noir said it was the big- 
gest French project in Turkey.

NOVA IGUACU, Brazil (AP) 
— A commuter train carrying 
workers from Rio De Janeiro to 
slum suburbs collided head-on 
Tuesday night with an empty 
train, lolling two people and in- 
juring 77, authorities said. 

Fifteen of the injured were in 
critical condition after the rush- 
hour collision about 64 
kilometres north of downtown 
Rio, a railroad spokesman said. 

“Both trains were on the same 
track, as the southbound line was 
being repaired,” railroad spokes- 
man Helio Banos said. 'There 
must have been a signal failure, 
because both trains advanced at 
the same time.” 

The passenger train carrying 
some 1,600 commuters smashed 
into the empty eight-car commu- 


ter vehicle at a speed of 60 kpfa 
(37 mph), Mr. Barros said. 

The first two cars of both trains 
were completely destroyed, form- 
ing an indistinguishable mangled 
wreckage. 

The accident occured about 
6:30 p.m. (2130 GMT) in a re- 
mote area in the slum suburb of 
Nova Iguacu. 

“It was terrifying," said pas- 
senger Joao Vargas. “I heard a 
horrible screech then the next 
dung I knew 1 was thrown against 
the walls of the tilted train. I had 
to break a window to escape.”

Sihanouk reportedly to hold 
2nd meeting with Hun Sen 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) — 
Kampuchean resistance leader 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk has 
told Hun Sen, prime minister of 
the pro- Vietnamese government 
in Kampuchea, that he will accept 
his proposal to resume peace 
talks next month in France, Viet- 
namese media reported. 

The meeting would put the 
talks back on track after Siha- 
nouk temporarily cancelled them 
because his resistance partners 
were not participating. He 
changed his mind, and Mr. Hun 
Sen proposed a second round of 
talks on Jan. 27. 


A brief Vietnam News Agency 
report seen in Bangkok on 
Wednesday quoted unspecified 
“reports from Paris" as saying 
Sihanouk, in a message released 
Sunday, “affirmed that he will 
receive comrade Hun Sen as from 
Jan. 27, 1988, at the Castle Hin- 
dri 4 at Saint-Germaine-En-Laye 
(France).” 

Sihanouk heads a three-party 
guerrilla coalition battling Viet- 
namese troops and the govern- 
ment they installed in Phnom 
Penh after invading Kampuchea 
nine years ago this month and 
ousting the Khmer Rouge. 


Gelli to serve 2 months in 
Geneva jail before extradition 


GENEVA (R) — Italian finan- 
cier Licio Gelli is to serve two 
months in a Geneva jail before 
being extradited to Italy, where 
be is accused of involvement in 
crimes including a railway bomb- 
ing which killed 85 people. 

A Geneva criminal court on 
Tuesday cleared the way for ex- 
tradition on the condition that 
Gelli serves a two-month sus- 
pended sentence, handed down 
in 1983, for entering Switzerland 
on a false passport the previous 
year. 

The three-judge court gave him 
a 16-month suspended prison 
term for bribing a Geneva prison 
guard to help mm escape in Au- 
gust. 1983. It also banned him 
from Switzerland for 10 years. 

He pleaded guilty to the brib- 
ery charge, which can carry a 


sentence of three days to three 
years. 

The fugitive 68-year-old head 
of Italy's secret P-2 Masonic 
Lodge turned himself in to Gene- 
va authorities in September, 
1987, after four years on the run. 

He is to spend two months in 
Geneva's Champ-Dollon jail be- 
fore he is extradited to Italy. 
Switzerland’s highest court, the 
Federal Tribunal in Lausanne, 
agreed to the principle of extradi- 
tion in 1983 — shortly after his 
escape. 

Italy has accused Gelli of in- 
volvement in an array of sensa- 
tional crimes, including the 1980 
Bologna Railway Station bomb- 
ing, which killed 85 people, and 
the collapse of the Vatican-linked 
Banco Ambrosiano in 1982. 


‘Vast loopholes’ for fraud 
found in Haiti electoral law 


KINGSTON (R) — Jamaican 
Prime Minister Edward Seaga on 
Tuesday sharply criticised new 
voting rules announced in Haiti 
and urged the military-led gov- 
ernment to remove itself from the 
electoral process. 

Mr. Seaga told a news confer- 
ence the electoral decrees issued 
by the government of Lt.-Gen. 
Henri Namphy on Sunday “open 
vast loopholes for electoral 
maladministration and fraud." 

Mr. Seaga said a five-member 
group of Caribbean leaders which 
visited Haiti earlier this month to 
discuss the Nov. 29 elections, 
aborted after gunmen killed more 
than 30 people, had gone “not to 
embrace the government but to 


confront the government,” 

“It is quite obvious that the 
Haitian government did not go 
the route we advised,” Mr. Seago 
said. 

Earlier, Prime Minister John 
Compton of St. Lucia, chairman 
of the 13-nation Caribbean Com- 
munity (Caricom), urged Haiti's 
military leaders to postpone new 
elections set for Jan. 17 and seek 
outside aid to assure a fair vote. 

Mr. Seaga told reporters that 
although he disagreed with the 
government’s handling of the new 
elections, the army is still the only 
institution in Haiti capable of 
providing effective governmental 
authority. 


Irish Protestant leader 
killed by IRA car bomb 
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TAMPA, Florida (AP) - The 
Soviet Union may have harnessed 
an exotic and powerful explosive 
process for its own version of a 
“Star Wars” missile-defence sys- 
tem, an intelligence source famil- 
iar with Soviet military systems 
said. 

A fuel air explosion (FAE), 
which can be as powerful as a 
small atomic bomb, is achieved 
by spreading a fine mist of fiiel 
and igniting it. The Soviets plan 
to use FAEs to intercept U.S. 
missiles in flight, the source told 
the Tampa Tribune for Tuesday 
editions. 

The United States also has 
been experimenting to see if 
FAEs can be used to counter 
incoming missiles and to discri- 
minate between dummy and nuc- 
lear warheads, said a scientist 
working on the American prog- 
ramme. 

Intelligence officers told ex- 
perts on the Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SDI), or Star Wars, 
earlier this month that the Soviet 
Union experimented with FAEs 
in space from April 1985 until 
about three months ago, the in- 
telligence source said. The news- 
paper said it was not certain when 
U.S. intelligence discovered the 
Soviet FAE tests. 

During a Dec. 3 meeting at Pat- 
rick Air Force Base near Cape 
Canaveral, the intelligence offic- 
ers said the Soviet FAE defence 
is designed to intercept U.S. 
rockets before they deploy their 
nuclear warheads, the source told 
the newspaper. 

Such a system would be the 
first comprehensive defence in 
the world against intercontinental 
ballistic nuclear missiles, the 
newspaper said. 

Just before Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev visited 
Washington earlier this month, 
he disclosed that the Soviets have 
been working on their own Star 
War missile defence and urged 
President Ronald Reagan to 
either drop his SDI programme 
or face a new arms race. 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — An Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) bomb killed John 
McMichael, a leading Protestant 
paramilitary leader, when be 
started up his car outside his 
home, police said. 

The killing prompted fears 
there could be an upsurge in 
violence, with Protestant repris- 
als, over the usually quiet Christ- 
mas period. 

Police said the car blew up as 
Mr. McMichael, 39, turned on 
the ignition after leaving his 
home in Lisburn, 13 kilometres 
south west of Belfast, on Tuesday 


night. He suffered severe injuries 
and died while being raced to a 
hospital, police said. 

Mr. McMichael was second in 
command of the militant Ulster 
Defence Association (UDA), the 
province's largest paramilitary 
Protestant organisation. Its com- 
mander, Andy lyrie, described 
him as the UDA’s policy maker 
and principal voice. 

Police said Mr. McMichael was 
the only person in the car. Earlier 
reports quoted neighbours as 
saying his bodyguard also was 
killed by the bomb.

TOKYO (AP) — Establishing 
diplomatic ties with China after 
nearly four decades of enmity will 
be a top priority of South Korea’s 
next government. South Korean 
President-Elect Roh Tae-Woo 
said in an interview published in a 
Japanese newspaper Wednesday. 

“Exchanges with the People's 
Republic of China in the non- 
poutical sector have been under 
way, including economic, sports 
and cultural exchanges. With the 
(1988 Seoul) Olympics as an im- 
petus, we will make greater effort 
to elevate the level of the ex- 
changes,” the nationally circu- 
lated Asahi Shimbun quoted Mr. 
Roh as saying in an exclusive 
interview in Seoul Tuesday. 

Mr. Roh, a retired army gener- 
al, last week won South Korea's 
first direct presidential election in 


Mr. Roh told the newspaper. 
“South Koreans living in China 
have recently come to our coun- 
try and there are signs of im- 
proved relations between China 
and Taiwan,” he said. 

“Those factors will help im- 
prove relations between China 
and South Korea. More dialogue 
and more exchanges will lead to a 
spontaneous development of di- 
plomatic ties,” Mr. Roh said. 

China fought along with Com- 
munist North Korea against 
South Korea and the U.S.-led 
United Nations Command during 
the 1950-53 Korean War. 


2 associates indicted for 
trying to influence Meese 


NEW YORK (AP) — The indict- 
ments of three people, including 
two former associates of U.S. 
Attorney General Edwin Meese 
m, do not signal an end to the 
federal inquiry into Mr. Meese 
and the Wedtech Corp., investi- 
gators said. 

‘We don’t know where the end 
is going to be. We don’t know 
where it is yet,” said Thomas L. 
Sheerer, head of the FBI’s New 
York office. 

Federal proseuctor Rudolph 
Giuliani announced Tuesday that 
a Federal Grand Jury had 
charged Mr. Meese’s long-time 


friend and former Attorney, E. 
Robert Wallach, and Meese s for- 
mer financial manager, W. 
Franklyn Chinn, with racketeer- 
ing and conspiracy to break rack- 
eteering laws. Both are from San 
Francisco. 

R. Kent London, of Honolulu, 
an associate of Wallach and 
Chinn, also was indicted on rack- 
eteering charges. 

The indictment charged the 
three sought to illegally influence 
Mr. Meese, the nation's top law 
enforcer. But the attorney gener- 
al was not accused of wrong- 
doing. 


Goethe Institute to run disco 

MUNICH, West Germany (AP) — West Germany's Goethe 
Institute is planning to operate an “artists' discotheque,” to 
entertain those attending the Seoul Summer Olympic Games next 
year, officials have said. Ground-breaking ceremonies for a 1,000 
person facility is to take place in Seoul the end of February,” 
Goethe Institute spokesman Kajo Niggestich said. In an interview 
with the Associated Press, Niggestich said teams of young West 
German performers will be selected to offer a non-stop, three- 
week long programme at the discotheque. According to the 
spokesman, the disco will not only feature music and dancing, but 
will also include fashion shows and other entertainment. 
“Architecture, video and lighting will also play an important role 
in the project,” said Niggestich. The Goethe Institute, working 
with the West German Foreign Ministry, is involved in numerous 
projects promoting West Germany’s image in foreign countries. 
Cost for the entire project is estimated at between 3 million marks 
and 4 million marks ($1.8 million to $2.4 million), Niggestich said. 

Over one-fifth of S. Koreans called Kim 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — More than a fifth of South 
Koreans have Kim as their family name, and one-fourth bear the 
surnames Lee or Park, according to a government survey released 
Wednesday. The survey by the Economic Planning Board said 
21.7 per cent of the nation’s population of 41 million go by the 
name Kim, 14. S per cent are named Lee and 8.5 per cent are 
Park. It said the other most common names in the nation are 
Choi, Chung, Kang, Cho, Yun, Chang and Lim. The survey said 
people with the 10 most common names make up 64.5 per cent of 
the population, or 26 million people as of Nov. 1, 1985. 

Couple cleared of offensive behaviour 

DARWIN (R) — Two Australians convicted of offensive 
behaviour after an off-duty policeman walking his dog watched 
them having sex on their bedroom floor were exonerated. The 
Northern Territory supreme court ruled the behaviour of Iris 
Wurramura, 29, and Steven Pregelj, 19, did not constitute a 
punishable act unless they bad meant to be seen. Justice Phillip 
Rice said law was not intended to stop sexual intercourse, even it 
could be viewed from a street or public thoroughfare. The couple 
had appealed against a six-month good behaviour bond imposed 
in Darwin magistrates court in January after a complaint by 
policeman Anthony Dyer, a neighbour. 

Jewels found in tax raids on maharishi 

NEW DELHI (R) — Tax raids on four offices of the Maharishi 
Mahesh Yogi in and around Delhi netted unaccounted Indian and 
foreign currency totalling about $30,000 and jewellery worth the 
same amount, a Finance Ministry source said on Wednesday. The 
source, quoted by the Press Trust of India, said Tuesday's raids, 
earned out by 40 tax inspectors escorted by armed police, also 
turned up incriminating documents. He gave no details. A senior 
Finance Ministry official said the Directorate of Foreign Ex- 
change Seizures had been informed with a view to possible further 
action. Although the mabarishi's headquarters are in Switzerland, 
as an Indian citizen he is governed by the strict foreign exchange 
regulation act which controls the import and export of wealth. 
Maharishi, 77, best remembered in the West as the guru who 
instructed the Beatles in the 1960s, was ordered by a U.S. court 
earlier this year to pay $138,000 damages to a devotee who had 
spent 11 years learning his brand of transcendental meditation 
before denouncing him as a fraud.
